He draws, paints and sculpts tools. 


When the artist was 10, his mother died. 
Then he lived with his grandparents. 

His grandfather owned a hardware store 
with many kinds of tools and Jim Dine 
spent a lot of time there. 


Not all objects on this gate are tools.

BOAT. Egyptian 
Painted wood, 2134-1786 B.C. 


This boat was found in the tomb of a 
person from ancient Egypt. 


The wooden boat has a mast for a sail and 
oars for fast journeys. What are the men 
getting ready to do with their hands?

Eastman Johnson (American, 1824- 
1906)

The artist liked to paint pictures of 
people working. Here he painted an 
older man shelling corn and a child 
playing. The man rubs the corn kernels 
off the cob with his thumb. In his 
hand the boy holds a

The artist liked to paint people, both 
young and old. Do you think the man in 
the painting could be the boy's friend or 
grandfather or father? 


The artist uses paint to suggest the way 
things feel to the touch.

GALLERY 28A 


CABINET, Flemish (Antwerp about 
1680) Ebony and other woods, 
tortoiseshell, ivory, gilt 
bronze 
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Hundreds of years ago this cabinet was 
used to hold its owner's collections 
and treasures. 


Imagine opening each drawer with your 
hands. What are some treasures you 
might have found there a long time ago? 


O jewels, coins, and shells

Talk with your family about: 


Sometimes artists make furniture that 
reminds us of buildings. Pretend you are 
a tiny thumb-sized person, standing under 
this cabinet.

Where can you find 
columns at the Museum?
